Whereas, despite their success, the Packers conducted themselves with dignity,

allowing for a few exuberant and well−earned leaps into the stands, and class,

demonstrating that they are not only excellent athletes but also excellent human

beings, further endearing themselves to their fans; and

Whereas, Head Coach Mike Holmgren, his assistants and the team’s

administrative staff also performed at a high level; now, therefore, be it
